With  very  deep  regret  we  announce  that  on  March  21,  1968,  Frank  W.  Harris, 
Jr.,  Esquire,  who  did  so  much  for  so  many  including  his  excellent  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  blind,  passed  away. 

We  are  dedicating  the  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Report  to  his  memory  and  realize 
how  fortunate  we  were  to  have  had  his  wisdom  and  counsel  for  so  many  years. 

Mr.  Harris  had  been  associated  with  The  Blind  Relief  Fund  since  1932,  when 
as  a certified  public  accountant,  he  audited  the  books  and  records.  From  1939  to 
1952,  his  services  as  counselor  were  made  available  to  the  Fund.  In  1942,  he  was 
elected  Vice-President  and  served  in  this  capacity  until  1952  when  he  succeeded 
the  Founder,  the  late  Mrs.  Isabel  W.  Kennedy,  as  president.  He  remained  in  office 
until  the  day  he  died. 

The  fact  that  so  many  of  his  friends,  to  whom  we  are  deeply  grateful,  made 
contributions  to  The  Blind  Relief  Fund  of  Philadelphia  in  his  memory,  indicates 
the  high  regard  and  esteem  which  they  felt  for  him. 

On  behalf  of  the  Officers,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Office  Staff  we 
desire  to  express  to  the  family  of  Mr.  Harris  our  deep  and  heartfelt  sympathy  in 
the  loss  of  one  of  Philadelphia’s  most  beloved  citizens.  His  help,  experience  and 
tremendous  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  of  us. 

May  the  wonderful  goodness  of  his  life  and  great  love  for  his  fellow  men 
be  an  inspiration  for  us  to  carry  on,  with  God’s  help,  the  good  work  that  was  so 
close  to  his  heart.

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Minutes  of  the  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of 
THE  BLIND  RELIEF  FUND  OF  PHILADELPHIA 


May  29,  1968 

The  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting  and  Luncheon  of  The  Blind  Relief  Fund  of  Philadelphia 
was  held  in  the  Williamsburg  Room  of  The  Fidelity  Bank,  Wednesday,  May  29,  1968  for  the 
Officers  and  Board  of  Directors. 

Frank  C.  P.  McGlinn,  Esquire,  Vice-President  of  the  Fund  was  acting  President  due  to 

the  recent  death  of  our  late  President,  Frank  W.  Harris,  Jr.,  Esquire  who  was  in  office  from 

1952  to  1968. 

Mr.  McGlinn  welcomed  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Board  and  Reverend  Cuthbert 

Pratt  pronounced  the  blessing  after  which  silence  was  observed  in  reverence  to  Frank  W. 

Harris,  Jr.,  Esquire. 

After  the  luncheon  was  over  Mr.  McGlinn  announced  the  business  meeting  would  follow. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1:00  P.M.  with  Frank  C.  P.  McGlinn,  Esquire  in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Meeting  was  omitted. 

The  acting  President  gave  an  address.  The  professionally  audited  accounts  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  31,  1968  were  read  by  Mr.  Walter  J.  Carroll,  Treasurer.  Favorable  comments 
were  made  regarding  the  improved  financial  condition  of  The  Blind  Relief  Fund  over  the  past 
five  years.  The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  filed.  Mr.  Carroll  also  read  the  minutes 
of  an  interim  meeting  that  was  held  at  the  Union  League  in  November,  1967,  at  which  time  a 
small  pension  plan  was  approved  for  Mrs.  Winifred  G.  McCormack,  who  retired  after  many 

years  of  faithful  service. 

The  Secretary's  and  Friendly  Visitor's  detailed  reports  were  read.  Mr.  McGlinn  and  the 
Board  Members  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  distributions  made  to  our  blind  clients  and 
the  number  of  visits  by  our  Friendly  Visitor,  Dr.  Marian  L.  Warren. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Investment  Advisory  Committee,  Mr.  E.  Allan  Ginkinger,  read  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  suggested  that  action  would  have  to  be  taken  with 

respect  to  the  uninvested  balance  in  our  Investment  Account.  He  further  suggested  that  it 
would  be  proper  at  this  time  to  combine  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committees  and  permit 
the  Executive  Committee  to  handle  matters  of  this  nature  at  meetings  designated  on  a 
quarterly  basis. 

It  was  approved  that  ten  blind  children  be  sent  to  Beacon  Lodge  Camp  again  this  year 
and  all  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  Fund.  In  addition,  the  members  discussed  sending  ten 

sighted  children  of  blind  parents  to  camp  next  year.  This  will  be  decided  at  the  Autumn 

Meeting. 

We  are  now  making  arrangements  to  send  a limited  number  of  blind  persons  to  the 
seashore,  all  expenses  paid.  In  1967,  seven  went  to  the  seashore  and  eight  to  camp. 

The  nomination  list  for  1968-1969  was  read  by  the  acting  chairman  of  the  Nomination 
Committee,  Mr.  Stephen  M.  Mason  and  upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded.  The  newly 
elected  President  is  Nelson  G.  Harris,  Esquire  and  Mrs.  Laura  A.  McDonnell  was  elected 
Assistant  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  There  were  no  changes  made  in  the  remaining  offices. 

New  proposals  were  suggested  at  the  Meeting  to  be  discussed  in  detail  at  the  Fall 
Meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  bring  before  the  Board,  the  Meeting  was  adjourned 
at  2:00  P.M.,  with  grateful  thanks  to  Frank  C.  P.  McGlinn,  Esquire  for  the  delightful  luncheon 
and  for  presiding  over  the  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting.

His  untimely  death  is  not  only  a great  loss  to  the  members 
of  The  Blind  Relief  Fund  but  to  his  many  friends  and  associates.  Mr.  Harris  was  able  to  carry 
on  his  work  for  the  blind  of  Philadelphia  right  up  to  the  day  of  his  death,  which,  I am  sure 
was  his  earnest  wish. 

I am  in  complete  accord  with  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  E.  Allan  Ginkinger  and  other  members 
of  the  Board  that  a Memorial  Fund  be  established  in  memory  of  Mr.  Harris.  We  are  sincerely 
grateful  to  his  many  friends,  associates  and  organizations  who  made  tremendous  contributions 
to  The  Blind  Relief  Fund. 

The  Isabel  W.  Kennedy  Plaque  for  outstanding  services  to  the  blind  will  be  awarded  post- 
humously to  Frank  W.  Harris,  Jr.,  Esquire  at  the  Fall  Meeting.  It  was  unanimously  voted  that 
Mr.  Frank  W.  Rennard,  Executive  Director  of  the  Lighthouse  Of  The  Blind,  make  the  presentation. 

Unfortunately,  Nelson  G.  Harris,  Esquire,  our  newly  elected  president  will  not  be  able  to 
attend  the  Meeting  today  and  he  asked  me  to  extend  his  regrets  to  all  the  members. 

Mr.  Enoch  A.  Kester  a Director  of  the  Fund  for  several  years  has  requested  that  his 
name  be  removed  from  the  Board  due  to  the  illness  of  his  wife.  We  are  very  sorry  to  have 
to  do  this,  but  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  for  his  keen  interest  at  all  of 
the  Meetings. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  another  board  member,  Mrs.  Frederic  J.  LeMaistre, 
is  improving  greatly. 

For  over  fifty-nine  years  we  have  endeavored  to  meet  every  legitimate  appeal  made  to 
us  by  and  for  our  needy  blind  friends  in  Philadelphia.  We  still  remain  the  first  and  only 
private  organization  for  the  relief  of  the  blind  in  the  city.  As  I recall  the  early  days  of 
struggle  Mrs.  Isabel  Kennedy,  the  founder  and  first  president  of  The  Blind  Relief  Fund,  had 
financially  and  materially  in  her  efforts  to  do  for  the  blind,  I can  assure  you,  we  have  made 
tremendous  strides  since  then. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  has  been  professionally  audited  by  Haskins  & Sells,  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  and  is  available  for  examination  by  the  board  members.  Later,  the  officers 
will  report  to  you  in  detail  concerning  the  work  of  the  Fund  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

As  usual,  we  have  received  the  income  from  the  Joseph  B.  and  Bertha  Wurtz  Godwin 
Memorial  Fund  which  is  greatly  appreciated.

The  Fund  also  paid  cabulance  and  taxi  fares  to  and  from  hospitals,  rental  of  hospital  bed, 
moving  expenses,  rent,  gas  and  electric  bills,  repairs  to  electric  appliances  and  radios,  or- 
dered leather  for  blind  to  make  accessories  for  their  own  profit,  medical  prescriptions  and 
powdered  milk  for  blind  diabetics.  Also  provided  self-threading  needles,  writing  boards  and 
Braille  playing  cards.
